Thousands 
more were holed up in the Kaby- 
lie Mountains east of this seaport, 
and their leaders called for wide­ 
spread resistance to Ben Bella. 
By contrast, Ben Khedda—left 
almost alone in the rambling gov­ 
ernment building — presented a 
calm front. He and his armaments 
minister, Abdelhafid Boussouf, ex­ 
pressed confidence that “every­ 
thing will be arranged.”

CHICAGO (AP)—Railroad oper­ 
ating labor sued today to prevent 
the carrier* from cl varying work­ 
ing rules and threatened to strike 
unless the railroads called of! 
plans to change the rules. 
Tile nation’s railroad manage­ 
ments have set Aug. 16 for en­ 
forcement of economy changes in 
operating practices recommended 
by a presidential commission. 
These changes include the elim­ 
ination of jobs of 13,000 firemen 
employed on diesel locomotives. 
The suit filed in U.S. District 
Court declared the carriers’ ac­ 
tion violated the national Railway 
Labor Act and added: 
If the rail managements pro­ 
ceed to put into effect the rule 
revisions announced on July 17, 
the unions "will be forced to re­ 
sist said revisions by asking those 
they represent . . . to withdraw 
from service” until management 
cancels its program. 
Spokesmen for railroad manage­ 
ment made no immediate com­ 
ment on the lawsuit or on the 
threat to strike. 
The carriers have contended for 
years that the working rules re­ 
sulted in “ made work” that was 
unnecessary, costly and damaging 
to the economic structure of the 
carriers. T hey. call such 
labor 
practices “featherbedding.” The 
unions maintain the jobs defined 
in the rules are needed for safe 
and efficient transportation. 
The unions sued for a declara­ 
tory judgment setting forth that 
the changes would violate the 
Railway Labor Act.

The U.S. Intelligence estim ate 
indicates that President Salazar 
is planning to accept Tshombe’s 
proposal. It points out that dip­ 
lomatic and m ilitary advisers of 
both Presidents are now discuss­ 
ing the details of how to organ­ 
ize the aid exchange. 
READY TO ROAR — U.S. dip­ 
lomatic officials, while opposed 
to K atanga's secessionist poli­ 


cies, are convinced that Tshom- 
bo isn’t bluffing about fighting, 
and that he has plenty of mon­ 
ey to curry out his intriguing 
international m aneuvers. 
At present, hts “ se<•essionist,, 
governm ent receives $56 million 
a year in taxes from the mining 
operations of Union Miniere du 
Haut-Katanga, which bas vast 
holdings in K atanga and controls 
the Congo’s prim e resources — 
copper, zinc, and cobalt.

reviewing U.S. Congo policy. He 
has summoned Ambassador Gul­ 
lion from Leopoldville for emer-* 
gcncy consultations. 
STRAWS IN THE WIND — 
Meanwhile, Tshombe has noti­ 
fied Michel Struelens. his un-' 
official consular 
in the U.S., 
that he is ready to pump an­ 
other $100,000 into his Katanga* 
Information Service to get across 
“ K atanga’s story” in the U.S. 
Tshombe’s message followed a 
rep art from St melons that he 
was convinced that 
tile UN’s 
financial d ffimlties tarre d new’ 
m ilitary action by its internation­ 
al forces in the Congo. T h e 
K atanga 
“ lobbyist" 
reported* 
there was even hope that the 
State Department would begin 
easing its policy toward Tshom-- 
be. 
Struelens’ optimism isn’t shar-* 
ed by key members of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee who are in daily contact 
wa til the highest State Depart­ 
m ent officials on the worsening 
Congo situation.

WHEN you count the rooms in 
a house, do you count the toyer? 
Normally, of course, you don’t. 
But in today’* House of the Week 
you probably should, because this 
foyer is a functional room which 
dearly will serve a nobler pur­ 
pose than merely a place for the 
umbrella stand. 
Architect Herman II. York, who 
designed the handsome three-bed­ 
room split, believes the foyer is 
an ideal location for the down­ 
stairs lavatory. It is convenient 
not only to the kitchen, where 
the housewife spends most of her 
day, but also serves as a powder 
room adjoining the formal enter­ 
taining area. 
Architect York also included a 
shelf outside the lavatory. With a 
mirror above, it makes an ideal 
freshening up spot for guests. Al­ 
so, he located the coat closet well 
out of the way of both the front 
door and the living room entrance, 
eliminating the unholy congestion 
that develops in inadequate foy­ 
ers when folks arrive and depart. 
“A foyer is an important part 
of any house,” York said. "It’s 
almost impossible to have smooth 
traffic flow without one. But Its 
spare is all but wasted if it is 
used simply as a hallway and 
nothing more.” 
Getting the most out of every 
wpm re Inch of space is a spe­ 
cialty of York’s, ami this house 
— design J-31 in the series — is 
a fine example. 
The house has all the room and 
facilities most three-bedroom fam­ 
ilies require; large living room, 
family 
room, 
separate dining 
room, kitchen roomy enough for a 
breakfast bable, two and one-half 
baths, double garage, basement.

1,221 square feet of floor space, 
including the 42lk«quare-foot gar­ 
age. The bedroom level contains 
41,031 square feet. 
Overall dimensions of the house 
are 34 feet five inches deep by 
46 feet wide. The garage doors 
are on the side, but they could 
be shifted to the front if the lot 
is too narrow. It takes about 28 
feet of property on the side of 
the house to provide the necessary 
driveway clearance for a side en­ 
try. 
The kitchen and family room of 
this house form an extremely liv­ 
able 34-foot expanse where the 
house-wife can maintain easy su­ 
pervision of both die indoor and 
outdoor play areas.

.space. The master bedroom has 
a dressing area with built-in van­ 
ity outside the adjoining full bath. 
The main bath has an extras 
large vanity and a linen closet in­ 
side the room. This is in addition, 
of course, to the large linen clo­ 
set in the hall. Anyone who has 
suffered from inadequate upstairs 
storage 
space 
will 
appreciate 
these two features. 
For the exterior, architect York 
is an advocate of restraint in both 
materials and colors. He feels 
white always is attractive for the 
wood siding along with any color 
of local brick, and if an accent 
color Is used it should be limit­ 
ed to perhaps a pastel shade un­ 
der the roof averticmg. “Avoid til* 
spotted, busy look of heavy ac­ 
cent colors in too many places.”

W est Point 
‘Dud’ Found 
Near Depot 


WEST Point cadets who trained 
at die Tobyhanna Military Reser­ 
vation in 1938 and 39 are still be­ 
ing heard from. The other day, a 
155 millimeter howitzer shell fired 
by the West Pointers more than 
two decades ago, was exploded 
with a roar that reverberated for 
miles a roil or I. 
In the immediate vicinity, the 
blast uprooted two trees and dam­ 
aged numerous others. 
The shell was one of several 
discovered In recent years on and 
near the Depot. All were duds, or 
shells that did not explode during 
artillery training exercises held 
just prior to World War II. 
Finding this most recent dud 
was Sp4 Marvin Jones of the 128th 
Signal Compony. Jones, a native 
of Colorado, likes to go on long 
hikes by himself on weekends. 
Five miles from the Depot, be­ 
hind the Tobyhanna .State Park in 
an area called Black Bear Swamp 
he came upon the shell. Covered 
with rust, it was about 30 indies 
long and 6 inches in diameter. 
R e m e m b e r* Incident 
Jones did not get too dose to 
the p:rtontieil danger. He remem­ 
bered that in Korea a few' years 
ago a friend of his kicked what 
looked 
like 
a dead shell 
and 
never lived to regret it. 
Miking a mental note of the 
shell's exact location, Jones later 
reported it to tho Provost Mar­ 
shal. A call to the Valley Forge 
Army 
Hospital 
in 
Phoenixville 
brought a squad from the 69th 
Ordnance Detachment (Explosive 
Disposal). 
For die squad of one officer 
and two enlisted men, headed by 
First Lt. Rutland McGlaun, it was 
old home week.

an old 
75 
millimeter 
shell on Powder Smoke Ridge. In 
this same area two years ago the 
squad, on a more extensive visit, 
detonated 25 duds, all of the 1938- 
39 period. 
With Jones panting the way, the 
small squad truck containing ex­ 
plosives, wire and other items of 
the trade, threaded ks way over a 
ro ky, lmf<strewn pith. When the 
road narrowed after a mile or 
two, the men left the vehicle.

Many j 
there thought it was part of the 
underpass construction then going 
on.

Compared to o thor jobs they 
have handled, this was an easy 
day's work for the Valley Forge 
soldiers. Frequently, the squad has 
to de-fuse homemade bombs and 
other more risky items, includ­ 
ing cannon balls dating back to 
the Civil War. 
“These mormon balls,” McGlaun 
explains, “are fitted with black 


because of their unpredictability.” 
The most unusual weapon the 
men were ordered to pick up one 
day was a flamethrower, complete 
with ammuniton, brought home as 
a souvenir by an ex-Marine.

A specialist, of course, is a 
member of a stock exchange who 
has the chore of maintaining a 
“lair and orderly market, inso­ 
far as reasonably practicable,” in 
one or more stocks on the trading 
floor of a stock exchange. 
A specialist also acts as "a 
broker’s broker.” This is where 
his ' book” cornea into play. In 
his book, lie writes down all 
fixed-price orders to buy or sell I 
shares of the stock in which he 
specializes, Those buy and sell \ 
orders have been left with the 
specialist by other members of; 
the stock exchange who don’t have 
time to stay around the special- j 
ist’s trading post until the par- J 
tieular stock reaches the prices at 
which the orders were placed. 
The condition of the book Is j 
supposed to br kept quite secret. I 
Other than the specialist, the only ; 
people who get to inspect it arej 
officials of the stock exchange and ! 
the .Securities ■& Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
If the orders In every special-1 
ist’s book were made public at 
the dose of each trading day, the 
true condition of supply and de­ 
mand would not be revealed. The 
brokers who have placed orders; 
with specialists would undoubtedly 
cancel their orders and simply 
place them again at the opening 
of business the next day. 
Actually, opening the special­ 
ist’s bode for inspection to anyone 
who wanted to look at It would 
open the gates to possible manipu­ 
lation by sharp operators. 
An all-important-point is that the 
public would have no way of see­ 
ing the contents of the books of all 
specialists. It’s a tough enough1 
job for newspapers to print daily j 
stock transactions. Printing the 
I contents of the books on all stocks j 
I would be just about impossible. 
So. even 
lf this information 
were revealed at the end of each 
I business day, the only people who 
wduld get to see it would be pro­ 
fessionals on Wall Street. The in- 
; vesting public would be In the 
; dark and at a terrible disadvan­
